'I'his is a sulijoot 
worthy' of .ninci thnilRht an<i uttcntion. 
Victoriti, ni? is very in-iilent, has iciciv. il a 
business iinpetus. Tlie epithet "sleepy," 
which a yoiir or two ngo was somotimes up- 
plieii to the town by sliangCTS, would now 
be inappropriate. 'Tliore is an increiised 
slir and bustle of business in the atreota; 
Blranffors from Canudii and the United 
States are arriving,' daily, with the iuteutiou 
of settling either in this city or the sur- 
rounding country. These are of all classes 
—from the laboriugraeu, reiidy for the 
worl; wliioli oiir miiuy improvements will 
tlivo them— to tht business men, eiipitalists 
or professionol men, >vlio, with Ihtur fiuu- 
ilies, have ehosen this as their future home. 
'I'he steady increixse in the rise of real es- 
t.'Ue and tiie inuuiueraWe buUlUng projects 
now goiuy fi)rward, are 'other irrefutable 
eviik-nces of the improved condition of 
all'aivs. ISnt our liopi-s for Vicloria as a 
<'oiniuereul and inanufarturiug city, and as 
lilt' shil>piiig port (if Biitish Coluuibia, 
niu.st not cause us to forget tb.'d one of our 
aims should Ih- to attract tourists and sum- 
mer visitors. With our advantages of 
eliinate ajid scenery uneciualled by any town 
on "this part of the continent, we should be 
able to make Victoria a Buninier resort for 
people of the Sound, Portland and Califor- 
nia, as wtdl as for more distant visitors from 
Canada and the I'asteni titates. To do this 
we must make the i)lace utlruotivc. Nature 
has been so kind that comparatively little is 
reiiuircd nf us. The sitnaliun of the town 
IS most delightiful. The luirbor and thi- 
coast line are as picturesiiue as any in the 
world. The views to be had from such 
poiuts ail Church Hill, Jloiint Douglas, 
BeacQU Hill, Cadboro' Hay and elsewhere, 
are worthy of an altist's pencil. Beautiful 
drives extend in every direction; in short, 
this favored spot seems to have been planned 
by nature, in 'one of her happiest moments, 
as a place whei-e her world-weary children 
may rest and refresh themselves. But 
though our suburbs are so beautiful we can- 
not say sn nincli for o\ir streets. There are 
liaiidsome residences here and there, and 
Wf are ghid to see that many of those 
who are erecting houses iiave had an eye to 
the beautiful. ^itiH i'ly view up the 
thoroughfares that are lined with dwel- 
Ung houaea ia anything but interestiuf,'. 
What is more wearisome to the eye than 
a long line of dusty road? And when in 
auinmer the sun beats down on the un- 
protected fronts of the houses the glare 
und.heat and dust make the streets any- 
thihg but inviting. How different would 
it be if on each side of the dusty road 
slrolched a continuous row of shade troea, 
graceful maples or locust trees, or tall and 
stately poplars. How inviting would 
our streets then be. Row enjoyable to 
drive up and down our avenues lined with 
green branches and luxurious foliage. The 
sKady aidewdlka would became the fa.?h- 
ioiiable promenade. The boulevards of 
European cities are well known to travel- 
ers; but ia our own country we might 
itientloh Beveral cities which have greatly 
uclded to their beauty in this particular. 
Those who know Toronto aud Hamilton 
w ill renieinbor the boulevards there — the 
atrip of green turf edging the streets dot- 
tod here and there with U'ces. (Oakland, 
Californiii, where many of San Francis- 
cp'a wealthy men hays made their homes, 
ia fifled with trees and is consequently one 
of the most beautiful cities on the coast. 
Wecannotover-o.itimato the value of shade 
tree.s in heaulifyin^'a city. .\nd to obtain 
them it would not he such a great iinder- 
tttkiug. as niiglil be supposed. It might 
be done gradually, takiu'.^ a few streets at 
a timia — Yatea, Pandora, Johnson and 
other stroots mit;ht in this way be planted 
in tnrn — say from Douglas street out. The 
city ought to be able to stand this expense; 
but if thought best each property owner 
might be called upon to plant in front of 
his' property. Wo recommend this sub- 
ject to the conBiderntioii of the people. 
And hero wo might c;ill attention to the 
fact once mi're that a coat of paint now 
and then is a great improvement to a 
house. It would give the city a much 
more cheerful and habitable look if wo 
tiinuld have a general painting up of some 
of the houses which: now j^resent auoh 
woe-begone' fronts to this visitor'. First 
impressions are lasting; and the first 
glimpse a toiu-ist ^;ot of part of our city 
might cause him to turn back on the 
tht^eshhold.

•/ oroW'n cases kbsekved. 
Yesterday afternoon the" co'iirt opened 
at 2 o'clock for the purpose of hearing the 
points raised in the cases of the prisonei's 
Fescaro convicted of ."vssanlt and Aliller 
convicted of being in unlawful possessiun 
of goods. 

Mr. McElmen appeared for Pescaro 
and Mr. Wilson (of Davie & Wilson) on 
behalf of Miller. 

Mr. Irving on t lie part of the Crown 
said that before going into the'case of 
Pescaro he wished to raise ihu point that 
there was no such court in this province 
as the "court for Grown cases reserved."' 
Such a court existed ip England by vir- 
tue of statute whi6h'requir^d'*Btr'le>i8t five 
judges one of vrhom must be a chief of one 
of the comnuui law courts. The only 
court heie was the supreme court which 
at one time was held only before one 
judge and could not therefore answer to 
the court for crown cases reserveil. The 
judges might sit aa assessors to tulvise or 
consult with the judge preaiding ' atithe 
trial, but could not ait as a court for they 
had no jurisdiction. 

• The chief justice said he regarded the 
court as a full sitting of the supreme 
court. 

Mr. Irving quoted chap, 78,' ILand 12 
Victoria. 

Mr. Justice Oray asked why the prison- 
ers were not present. 

Air. Irving said he regarded the chief 
justice as merely advising witii his bro- 
ther judges, and further that he did not 
think that prisoners in crown casea re- 
served were usually present. 

The chief justice said the judges had 
sat as a court for crown casea reserved be- 
fore. 

Mr. McElmen contended that 11 ami 12 
Victoria did not apply in this case. 

Mr. Justice (!rny said the procoedings 
might be void if the prisoners wore not 
present. 

Mr.lrvingsttid unless he was wrong, their 
lordships wore not sitting tis a court at 

all. 

Mr. Justice Oray said that they sat as a 
supreme court in any case. 

Mr. Justice Walkem doubted whether 
there was any such court in this province 
as that for crown cases reserved. 

Mr. .lustice (liay thought the establish- 
meiit of a stipreine court here was with 
the intention of clothing it with all the 
|iower3 iiecessarj' fiir the administration 
of justice. He thought the cnin might 
bo called by any name 'tjiey chose, but ho 
was sitting there ns a membitr of the sii- 
premo court to hoar cases reserved by one 
uf his brnther judges. 

Mr. Irving tlnmglit their lordships 
were sitting as aa.si'ssors, and read an 
authority to that ((licet. 

Mr. .lu.stice Walkem thought as the 
case wan raised for the first time il should 
be decided. 

Mr. Irving said it was neces.sary the 
''case staled" should be aniended. 

The chief justice leiincated Mr. Mc- 
Elmen to strike out the words "Crown 
cises reserved. " 

Mr. McElmen said he was moving an 
arrest of judgment and he regarded the 
court as sitting in term. 

Mr. Irving contended that an arrest of 
judgment could not be based on some 
error of the record. 

The chief justice announced after con- 
sultaticni with the bench th;it the (M>urt 
would be adjourned for the pnrpn.Hit uf 
arguing this matter uutil Thiirsiiay ne.xi 
at 11 a.m. 

Mr. Justice (jray said the pmnt to be 
first decided was, if there wasa "court for 
crown cases reserved" in this province, and 
after that the arguments in the cases 
might be gone on with. 

Mr. Irving asserted that the court was 
still sitting as a ctuirt of assize which had 
been adjourned from <lay to d.iy. 

Mr. Justice Walkem thought this was 
an important point to be settled. 

The court then adjourned till Thursday 
iie.Kl at 11 a.m., and the prisoners who 
had iiu-anwhile arrived were remanded to 
J"il- ^

cided stand on t ho land question, he has 
said enough to ni iko me confident that aa 
soon as [leople are ready to fidlow in tho 
r.'form movoinent ho will be ready to lead 
The Irish national league has, with the 
exception of Michael Davitt, svho la in 
bad odor with hia party, fnraakon tho 
principles on whjch the land league wtia 
ostablisiieil, and has taken up with tho 
idea of peasant proprietorship; conao 
quently I not only recoivod no aid from 
the league, but was in atuiie instances bit 
lerly attacked by their organs.

EUROPE. 

London-, April 21 — I'lio Tunos pub- 
liahes interviews with prominent Irish- 
nion in the French capital, among them 
Patrick Oaseyiof the Moniteor Umversal, 
who is strongly in favor of the dynamite 
policy, and iipli ilds the Irish Iiivinciblos' 
in the doctrines thoy preach and the 
cjurse thoy pursue. He declares it pro- 
bable that the dynamite policy will be ex- 
tended to blowing up the Atlantic paa- 
sunger steamers and merchautmen, thus 
ruining England's oommeree. 

.James Stephens, formerly the Fenian 
head centre, however, condemns the prin 
ciplea and praotijes of the dynamiters and 
advocates armed revolution. A contin- 
uance of dynamite policy, he thinks, moans 
certain death to the revolutionary agita- 
tion during the present generation, and 
po'-haps for ever. It may besides this lead 
to the expulsion of Irishmen from Eng- 
land. 

,Iohn (J'Leary, formerly editor of the 
Irish People, likewise disapproves of the 
dynamite policy on the ground that it ia 
of a criminal character. He favors opun 
rel)ellion. .\ w:ir between Russia and 
England, he thiiika, would give tho Irish 
a chance to strike an effective blow. He- 
was aorry to aay that people in America 
worn not averse to the employment of 
dynamite. Father Hogan, of St. Sulpico 
Catholic college, thinks the exploaiona do 
Ireland no good.

Tho contractor clainioil, after ho li.id been 
paid for hia work according to cuitract, 
$9,."iOO. That ehiim ho made m I.S7i>, but 
having other contracts and having ctm- 
toiitod himself with making a claim with- 
out details it was allowed to remain until 
he sent in dolaila. He chose not to send 
them until two yeara later in LSrfl. The 
laiin was then iiiveatigated ;ind tho 
ofiioers of my department, th.-it is to say 
the chief architect, stated in hia report 
that the construction of the work was at- 
tended with many diflicultiea unforioeii.

Too Wkt For Pi.owno.- -Iti is not 
liesirtible to plow before the ground is 
ill jiroper condition. If plowed while 
wet and heav}- it will bu merely invert- 
ed, and not pulverized by the plowing, 
and it will be nearly as hard and as 
cold after the |)lowing as before. Plow- 
ing the earth when sufficiently dry 
makes it poroiyi and friable, and lets 
the air into it to warm it and to set in 
motion those chemical actions which 
tits the elements of fertility in the soil 
to become food for tho coming crop. If 
too wet when plowed this work is not 
(lone, or is but imperfectly done, and 
future harrowing or cultivation will 
prove but a poor substitute for good 
plowing. The wheel or disc harrows as- 
sist this work much better than do the 
tooth harrows, as they penetrate the 
earth to a greater depth, and more 
thoroughly mi.>c and liglftea ifc up, es- 
pecially if run over the Gelds several 
times. Every farmer, says the Ameii- 
atti L'uUivatur, who cultivates many 
act rs should have one of these iinple- 
menta. Upon old ground ■ that is to be 
sown with spring grain, if the land is 
light and easily worked, their use can 
be substituted for the plow in many 
cases, and the laud litled for sowing 
with much less labor than by plowing.
